FRENCH DEPUTY 
SAYS TROOPS LIVE 
LIKE TROGLODYTES 


Objects to Making Frontier 
Guard Sleep in Under- 


ground Quarters.

PARIS, Feb. 11.—The _ soldiers 
who would bear the first shock of 
a German attack on France are 
reported tired of living in caves. 
Deputy Andre Beaugitte, member 
of the chamber’s military commis- 
sion, has begun a campaign to pro- 
vide adequate barracks for the 
troops stationed permanently in the 
great chain cof fortresses facing the 
Rhineland. 

‘From the Belgian frontier to the 
Swiss Alps the French Govern- 
ment has completed a chain of 
steel and stone fortresses—most of 


the armies of Germany if 
should attempt an invasion. 


Army officers and men agree that 
life on the northern frontier is not 
soft. Most of the forts are far from 
cities and in many cases the fron- 
tier regiments sleep in underground 
barracks. 


“All very well for wartime emer- 
gencies’” said Beaugitte in an ap- 
peal to the Minister of War, “but 
in time of peace we _ should not 
force our crack troops to live like 
troglodytes in caves. The dull 
rough life of the troops in frontier 
regions must be relieved if we are 
to count fully on their faith and 
enthusiasm in case of emergency.” 

Engineers have constructed an 
elaborate lighting and heating sys- 
tem in the underground tunnels, 
but army experts say the trouble 
lies in lack of entertainment. 


EX-SENATOR REED PLANS 
TOUR TO ATTACK NEW DEAL 


Declares He Never Voted for Re- 
publican and Hopes “to Avoid 
That Agony.” 

By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 11.—Former Sen- 
ator James A. Reed of Missouri, a 
Democrat who opposes the Roose- 
velt ~‘%ministration, said today he 
hoped to lay out a program of 
speeches which would carry him the 
length of the country in a sweep- 
in attack on the New Deal. 

Reed, here to address the Farm- 
ers’ Grain Dealers’ Association of 
Illinois tonight, declared in an in- 
terview that he felt such a tour 
to be his duty as a Democrat. 

“If Roosevelt gets the nomina- 
tion, he will be beaten, in my 
opinion,” Reed said. “I cannot sup- 
port any man who stands for the 
unconstitutional acts and aksurd 
policies forced upon the country 
in the last two years.” 

At the same time, he said, he had 
never voted for a Republican in 
his life and hoped that he might 
“be able to avoid that agony.” 

“If Roosevelt is renominated and 
there are only two tickets in the 
field, the Democrats who are Dem- 
ocrats will have to take their choice 
or stay at hime,” he said. “I think 
the tide is running strongly back 
to what we used to call the terri- 
tory of common sense.”

Georgia Governor in St. 
Louis Briefly on His 
Way to Springfield, Ill., 
to Make Speech. 


‘SOMEBODY’S GOT 
TO PAY THE BILLS’ 


‘Yes Sir, the New Deal’s 
Going to Be Beat Bad in 
1936,’ He Declares; ‘Tax- 


ation the Big Issue.’

Gov. Eugene Talmadge of Geor- 
gia, outspoken opponent of the New 
Deal, paused in St. Louis today on 
his way to fill a speaking engage- 


ment at Springfield, Ill., long 
enough to predict that President 
Roosevelt will be “beaten badly” at 
the forthcoming election. 

Asked by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter what the state of the nation 
appeared to be from where he sits, 
the Georgia Governor rejoined: 
“Covered with snow and ice—all 
frozen up.” 

But this country is not frozen 
politically, he said; it is “getting 
back to sanity.” 

“The people are beginning to 
wake up,” declared Gov. Talmadge, 
gesturing with a long :stogie, “and 
realize that the Government can’t 
support the people ‘indefinitely. 
Somebody's got to pay the bills. 

“Yes, sir, the New Deal’s going to 
be beat bad in 1936. Taxation is 
the big issue. Folks won't stand 
for being taxed to death to pay for 
boondoggling schemés.” 


“You Vote Your Conscience.” 

Asked whether relief and public 
works funds distributed over the 
country by the present administra- 
tion would not aid in the re-election 
of President Roosevelt, the rg- 
ian laughed and replied: 

“You take the money and vote 


your conscience,” 
Gov. Talmadge, urged for the 
presidency at a recent “grass- 
roots” convention held in his own 
State, insisted he was “a genuine 
Democrat,” describing the political 
complexion of President Roosevelt 
as “a mixture of Socialism and 
Communism—combining the weak- 
est features of both.” 


The President, continued the 
Georgian, might be “a cifferent sort 
of man if he had different men 


around him.” The Governor de- 
scribed the President as having no 
definite plan—*“just agreeable, 
that’s all.” 

Discussing his own Presidential 

possibilities, Gov. Talmadge said 
that would be a matter for a con- 
vention to decide. But he admitted 
that he “wouldn't turn down” the 
nomination, 
“Any man would be a hypocrite 
who would say that he wouldn’t run 
for President if his party gave him 
the chance,” he observed. 

Thinks G. O. P. Might: Win. 

A Republican might beat Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, in the opinion of 
the Georgia Governor, who said it 
would “depend on the platform and 
the man.” 

“Down in Georgia,” Gov. Tal- 
madge remarked, “we hear consid- 
erable abcut this fellow Landon 
from Kansas.” 

Gov. Talmadge dismissed Senator

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RAMBO BOY. 16. GETS. 
45 YEARS FOR MURDER 


Sentenced on Plea of Guilty— 
Partner in Crime Re- 
ceived 30 Years. 


Ronald Everett Rambo, 16 years 
old; was sentenced today to 45 
years in prison for the murder of 
Deputy Treasurer John C. Higgins 
of Madison County. Sentence was 


imposed by Circuit Judge D. H. 
Mudge at Edwardsville, after a 
brief hearing during which testi- 
mony on the boy’s life was offered 
in mitigation of his crime. 
Rambo pleaded guilty last week 
and testified for the State at the 
trial of his friend and former 
schoodmate, James Paul Jarreett, 
also 16 years old, who was found 
guilty in a verdict read Sunday. 
The jury fixed Jarrett’s punishment 
at 30 years in prison. 

State’s Attorney M. L. Geers told 
the Court he did not believe that 
Rambo deserved greater punish- 
ment than Jarrett, and recommend- 
ed a 30-year sentence. Judge Mudge, 
however, pointed out that it was 
Rambo who fired the shot which 
killed Higgins last Nov. 26 during 
a burglary of the Higgins home, 
and said all of the testimony 
showed that Rambo was the leader 
and Jarrett the follower in the 
crime, 

The Court: pointed out, too, that 
the boys would be eligible for pa- 
role after serving one-third of their 
sentences. Comparing thé demean- 
or of the two during Jarrett’s trial, 
he observed that Jarrett had been 
antagonistic and quarrelsome, but 
Rambo compliant and _ ingratiat- 
ing. Judge Mudge was of the opin- 
ion, he said, that Rambo would be 
a model prisoner, but that Jarrett 
might get into trouble.

retary of the Treasury. 

The principals took their’ now 
familiar roles as the same three 
members of the Board of Tax Ap- 
peals, headed by Ernest H. Van 
Fossan, reopened the Mellon case. 
Mellon himself occupied a center 
seat just inside the area reserved 
for counsel, surrounded by 14 aids, 
including Frank J. Hogan, Wash- 
ington attorney, chief of his legal 
staff. 

Officers of the Union Trust Co., 
of Pittsburgh, Pa., a Mellon con- 
cern, produced three large suitcases 
full of records in response to a 
Government subpena which was up- 
held by the Federal Court in Pitts- 
burgh. Mellon attorneys had chal- 
lenged the right of the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue to examine these 
records. The trial that followed 
over this issue has delayed the 
hearings for many months. 

Additions to the Record. 

Robert H. Jackson, chief of the 
Government's legal staff, occupied 
most of today’s session by entering 
in the already encyclopedic record 
of the case many transactions taken 
from the Union Trust Co, books. 
E. Donald Hayes, secretary and 
vice-president of the company, was 
on the stand. | 

Among them were the transac 
tions which the Government con- 
tends are the basis of the charges 
of fraud against Mellon, It ig the 
contention of the Government that 
Mellon sold a large block of stock 
in his Pittsburgh Cpal Co. to his 
Union Trust Co. in order to show a 
loss in income. Then this’ stock, 
the Government charges, was sold 
to the Coalesced Co., a family hold- 
ing corporation, partly owned by 
Mellon’s daughter, Ailsa Mellon 
Bruce, and partly by his son, Paul. 

Records of these two transactions, 
along with others involving Pitts- 
burgh Coal Co. stock, were read 
into the case today. The Govern- 
ment’s subpena had specified trust 
company records showing:

Emperor Haile Selassie was re- 
ported reliably to have returned to 


the capital from his Dessye field 
headquarters, behind the northern 
front, after several flights last 
week, including - visit to the south- 
western Sidamo Province sector. 

There, reliable sources said, the 
King conferred with his son-in-law, 
Ras Desta Demtu southern com- 
mander, who fell back before the 
Italian offensive in that area. 

The recent activities of the Em- 
peror were conducted under great- 
est secrecy, but his departure from 
Dessye was disclosed after the bom- 
bardment of the imperial headquar- 
ters by Italians Sunday. Reliable 
sources said the Emperor's flights 
were made in accordance with his 
policy of visiting all fronts. 

Tecle Hawariate, another com- 
mander on the northern front, re- 
turned to his farm at Harar, in the 
south, for an indefinite leave of 
absence. 

Government authorities said the 
Ethiopians had no intention of 
wasting lives in a direct assault on. 
the well-fortified Italian positions 
at Makale, but preferred to harass 
the Italian lines of communica- 
tions. 

Although Ras Seyoum’s forces 
several times cut the road from Ma- 
kale back to Aduwa, officials said, 
the Italians were keeping the Ma- 
kale-Adigrat road open because of 
their strongly-fortified positions 
northeast of Makale, 

Dedjazmatch Kabada told the 
Associated press: “The cannon we 
have captured have more value 
than our houses in Makale. We'll 
take Makale when we walk in.” 

The Government announced that 
several towns between Dessye and 
Makale had been bombed in the 
last two days by Italian airplanes.

Stanford University trustees, of 
whom Hoover is one, are asking for 
court approval of a proposal to in- 
vest part of the university’s funds 
in shares of stock, debentures and 
other equities. Admittedly, Hoover 
said, this involves greater risk and 
a departure from a 50-year-old 
precedent.

The New Factors. 

“The devaluation of the dollar, 
the widespread bank credit inflation 
and the possible menace of cur- 
rency inflation are the new factors 
with which the trustees must deal. 
The theory of the devaluation of 
the dollar is that it will increase 
prices of commouities, thus caus- 
ing a rise in the cost of living and 
necessitating an increase of sala- 
ries. 

“The theory also implies a trans- 
fer of values from the bondholder 
to the common stockholder. The 
practical effect should be to in- 
crease the cost of operating the in- 
stitution. In such case, if our in- 
come is to remain fixed, we shall 
need either to employ less faculty 
or reduce the range of instruction 
or reduce the number of students, 

“The bank credit inflation is a 
factor independent of devaluation 
and has already caused a large 
drop in interest rates. Many of our 
bonds are being called and equiva- 
lent investments can only be se- 
cured at lower rates. 

“More than two-thirds of our in- 
vestments are subject to call or ma- 
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ture in the next five years, and if 
interest rates continue we 


shall probably lose about one-fourth 
of our endowment income. This 
would again necessitate reducing 
the service which our institution 
gives to youth, even were devalua- 
tion not in action. 


Inflation Record in Europe. 

“The question of currency infla- 
tion is one of constant discussion in 
Government and the press, and 


while not at the moment more than 
a menace, it is one which cautious 
trusteeship should be in position to 
meet. The record of similar institu- 
tions in Europe under currency in- 
flation is before us, where their en- 
dowments are largely wiped out. 

“Experience ‘in similar occasions 
shows that common stocks and real 
estate and other equities ultimately 
rise in value somewhat in propor- 
tion to the increase of devaluation 
or inflation. While common stocks, 
real estate and other equities are 
subject to risk, yet this may be the 
lesser risk than bonds and mort- 
gages. ; 

“The gravity of the matter is 
clear when we remember that 
Stanford has trained over 15,000 
youth, a large part of them without 
means of their own, and that a 
community of nearly 10,000 people 
are largely dependent upon the in- 
stitution. 

“Whatever view we take of the 
situation, the trustees should have 
the freedom to protect the endow- 
ment as best they can.”

Parents and Son Taken to Hospital 
Apparently Affected by Llumi- 
nating Gas. 

Mr. and Mrs. Walter A. Booth 
and their eight-year-old son, Rog- 
er, were overcome today, apparent- 
ly by illuminating gas, in their 
home at 101 North Thirtieth 
street, Belleville. They were tak- 
en to St. Elizabeth’s Hospital there. 

Booth became ill when firing the 
furnace of their story-and-a-half 
bungalew this morning, but police 
were not called until other mem- 
bers of the family became affected. 
~iiss Elsie Beyer, sister of Mrs. 
Booth, residing on the second floor, 
who called neighbors, became 
slightly ill but. was not taken to the 
hospital. The Booth family suf- 
fered severe nausea and headaches. 

Health Officer William Farley of 
Belleville and Arthur Bradbury, su- 
perintendent of the mine rescue 
station there, reported they found 
a strong odor of illuminating gas 
around the premises of the Booth 
Lhome and in a nearby sewer man- 
hole. Equipment ~ operated by 
Bradbury showed also presence of 
carbon monoxide. 

Illinois Light & Power Co. work- 
ers turned off gas in a main lead- 
ing to the Booth home and to about 
30 other houses in the vicinity, 
seeking possible leaks in the line. 

Two persons have died and il 
others made ill in the last eight 
days by carbon monoxide, presum- 
ably mixed with illuminating gas, 
in three buildings in Belleville.

district court. The motion was to 
dismiss the bill—that is to say, the 
bill in its entirety—and in that form 
it was properly denied. No motion 
to dismiss was made or considered 
by the lower court as to the three 
appellees in respect of whom the 
jurisdictional amount was insuffi- 
cient, and that question, therefore, 
is not before us. The Rio Grande, 
19 Wall. 178, 189; Gibson V. Shu- 
feldt, 122 U. S. 27, 32. 

Refunds Made Difficult. 
Second. The objection also is 
r ade that the bill does not make a 
c..se for equitable relief. But the 
objection is clearly without merit. 
As pointed out in Ohio Oil Co.  v. 
Conway, 279 U. S. 813, 815, the laws 
of Louisiana afford no remedy 
whereby restitution of taxes and 
property exacted may be enforced, 
even where payment has *een made 
under both protest and compulsion. 
It is true that the present act con- 
tains a provision (section 5) to the 
effect that where it is established 
to the satisfaction of the supervisor 
of public accounts of the state that 
any payment has been made under 
the act which was “not due and 
collectible,” the supervisor is au- 
thorized to refund the amount out 
of any funds on hand collected by 
virtue of the act and not remitted 
to the State Treasurer according 
to law. It seems clear that this 
refers only to a payment not due 
and collectible within the terms of 
the act, and does not authorize a 
refund on the ground that the act 
is invalid. Moreover, the act al- 
lows the supervisor to make remit- 
tances immediately to the State 
Treasurer of taxes paid under the 
act; and requires him to do so not 
later than the 30th day after the 
last day of the preceding quarter; 
in which event the right to a re- 
fund, if not sooner exercised, would 
be lost. Whether rr aggrieved tax- 
payer may obtain relief under sec- 
tion 5 is, at best, a matter of spec- 
ulation. In no view can it prop- 
erly be said that there exists a 
plain, adequate and complete rem- 
edy at law. Davis v. Wakelee, 156 
U. S. 680, 688; Union Pac. R. R. Co. 
v. Weld County, 247 U. S. 282, 285. 

Freedom of Press Involved. 

Third. The validity of the act is 
assailed as violating the Federal 
Constitution in two particulars — 
(1) that it abridges the freedom 
of the press in contravention of the 
due process clause contained in 
section 1 of the fourteenth amend- 
ment; (2) that it denies appellees 
the equal protection of the laws in 
contravention of the same amend- 
ment, 

1. The first point presents a ques- 
tion of the utmost gravity and im- 
portance, for, if well made, it goes 
to the heart of the natural right 
of the members of an organized so- 
ciety, united for their common 
good, to impart and acquire infor- 
mation about their common inter- 
ests. The first amendment to the 
Federal Constitution provides that 
“Congress shall make no law... 
abridging the freedom of speech, 
or of the press ...” While this 
provision is not a restraint upon 
th: powers of the states, the states 
are precluded from abridging the 
freedom of speech or of the press by 
force of the due process clause of 
the fourteenth amendment. 

“Due Process of Law.” 

In the case of Hurtado v. Califor- 
nia, 110 U. S. 516, this court held 
that the term “due process of law” 
does not require presentment or 
indictment by a grand jury as a 
prerequisite to prosecution by a 
state for a criminal offense. And 
the important point of that conclu- 
sion here is that it was deduced 
from the fact that the fifth amend- 
ment, which contains the due pro- 
cess of law clause in its national 
aspect, clso required an indictment 
as a prerequisite to a prosecution 
for crime under Federal] law; and it 
was thought that since no part of 
the etna could be regarded 
as superfluns, the term “due 
process of law” did not, ex vi ter- 
mini, include presentment or in- 
ductment by a grand jury in any 
case; and ihat the due process of 
law clause of the fourteenth amend- 
ment shoul” be interpret>d as hav- 
ing been used in the same sense, 


But in Powell v. Alabama, 287 U. s. 
45, 65, 68, we held that in the light 
of subsequent decisions of sweeping 
language of the Hurtado case could 
not be accepted without qualifica- 
tion. We concluded that certain 
fundamental rights, safeguarded by 
the first eight amendments against 
Federal action, were also safeguard- 
ed against state action by the due 
process of law clause of the four- 
t. enth amendment, and among 
them the fundamental right of the 
accused to the aid of counsel in a 
criminal prosecution. 
Precedents Cited. 

That freedom of Speech and of 
the press are rights of the same 
fundamental character, safeguard- 
ed by the due process of law clause 
of the fourteenth amendment 
against abridgement by state legis- 
lation, has likewise been settled by 
& series of decisions of this court 
beginning with Gitlow v. New York, 
268 U. S. 652, 666, and ending with 
Iiear vy. Minnesota, 283 U. S. 697, 707. 
The word “liberty” contained in 
that amendment embraces not only 
the right of a person to be free 
from physical restraint, but the 
tight to be free in the enjoyment 
of all his faculties as well. All- 
i gg Vv. Louisiana, 165 U. S. 5738, 


Appellant contends that the four- 


teenth amendment does not apply 


to corporations: but this is only 
partly true. A corporation, we have 


engaging in such business’’—that is 
to say, the business of selling, or 
making any charge for, advertis- 
ing. As applied to appellees, it is 
a tax of 2 per cent on the gross re- 
ceipts derived from advertisements 
carried in their newspapers when, 
and only when, the newspapers of 
each enjoy a circulation of more 
than 20,000 copies per week. It thus 
operates as a restraint in a double 
sense. First, its effect is to curtail 
the amount of revenue realized 
from advertising, and, second, its 
direct tendency is to restrict circu- 
lation. This is plain enough when 
we consider that, if it were in- 
creased to a high degree, as it could 
be if valid (Magnano Co. v. Ham- 
ilton, 292 U. S. 40, 45, and cases 
cited), it well might result in de- 
stroying both advertising and cir- 
culation. 

A determination of the question 
whether the tax is valid in respect 
of the point now under review, re- 
quires an examination of the his- 
tory and circumstances which ante- 
dated and attended the adoption of 
the abridgement clause of the first 
amendment, since that clause ex- 
presses one of those “fundamental 
principles of liberty and justice 
which lie at the base of all our 
civil and political institutions” (He- 
bert v. Louisiana, 272 U. 8S. 312, 
316) and, as such, is embodied in 
the concept “due process of law” 
(Twinning v. New Jersey, 211 U. Ss. 
78, 99), and, therefore, protected 
against hostile State invasion by the 
due process clause of the fourteenth 
amendment. Cf. Powell v. Alabama, 
supra, pp. 67-68. The history is a 
long one; but for present purposes 
it may be greatly abbreviated. 


Milton’s Protest Quoted. 

For more than a century prior to 
the adoption of the amendment— 
and, indeed, for many years there- 
after—history discloses a persistent 
effort on the part of the British 
Government to prevent or abridge 
the free expression of any opinion 
whieh seemed to criticise or exhibit 
in an unfavorable light, however 
truly, the agencies and operations 
of the Government. The struggle 
between the proponents of measures 
to that end and those who asserted 
the right of free expression was con- 
tinuous and unceasing. As early as 
1644, John Milton, in an “appeal for 
the liberty of unlicensed printing,” 
assailed an act of Parliament which 
had just been passed providing for 
censorship of the press previous to 
publication. He vigorously defend- 
ed the right of every man to make 
public his honest views “without 
previous censure”; and declared the 
impossibility of finding any man 
base enough to accept the office 
of censor and at the same time good 
enough to be allowed to perform its 
duties. Collet, History of the Taxes 
on Knowledge, vol. I, pp. 4-6. The 
act expired by its own terms in 
1695. It was never renewed; and 
the liberty of the press thus be- 
came, as pointed out by Wickwar 
(“The struggle for the freedom of 
the press,” p. 15) merely “a right or 
liberty to publish without a license 
what formerly could be published 
only with one.” But mere exemp- 
tion from previous censorship was 
soon recognized as too narrow a 
view of the liberty of the press. 

Taxes to Suppress Criticism. 

In 1712, in response to a message 
from Queen Anne (Hansard’s Par- 
liamentary History of England, Vol. | 
6, page 1063), Parliament imposed a 
tax upon all newspapers and upon | 
advertisements. Collett, vol. I, PP.

Colonial Stamp Duties. 

These duties were quite common- 
ly characterized as “taxes on knowl- 
edge,” a phrase used for the pur- 
pose of describing the effect of the 
exactions and at the same time 
condemning them. That the taxes 
had, and were intended to have, the 
effect of curtailing the circulation 
of newspapers, and particularly the 
cheaper ones whose readers were 
generally found among the masses 
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proved upon in the two following 
reigns, and continued in high es- 
teem until our own time.” Collett 
(Vol. I, p. 15) says, “Any man who 
carried on printing or publishing 
for a livelihood was actually at the 
mercy of the commissioners of 
stamps, when they chose to exert 
their powers.” 
“Taxes on Knowledge.” 

Citations of similar import might 
be multiplied many times; but the 
foregoing is enough to demonstrate 
beyond pera@dventure that in the 
adoption of the English newspaper 
stamp tax and the tax on adver- 
tisements, revenue was of subordin- 
ate concern; and that the dominant 
and controlling aim was to prevent, 
or curtail the opportunity for, the 
acquisition of knowledge by the 
people in respect to their govern- 
mental affairs. It is idle to sup- 
pose that so many of the best men 
of England would for,a century of 
time have waged, as they did, stub- 
born and often precarious warfare 
against these taxes if a mere mat- 
ter of taxation had been involved. 
The aim of the struggle was not to 
relieve taxpayers from a burden, 
but to establish and preserve the 
right of the English people to full 
information in respect of the doings 
or misdoings of their Government. 
Upon the correctness: of this con- 
clusion the very characterization of 
the exactions as “taxes on knowl- 
edge” sheds a flood of corrobora- 
tive light. In the ultimate, an in- 
formed and enlightened public opin- 
ion was the thing at stake; for, as 
Erskine, in his great speech in de- 
fense of Paine, has said, “the liberty 
of opinion keeps governments 
themselves in due subjection to 
their duties.” Erskine’s speeches, 
High’s Ed., Vol. I. P. 525. See

Massachusetts’ Experience. 

In 1785, only four years before 
Congress had proposed the first 
amendment, the Massachusetts 
Legislature, following the English 
example, imposed a stamp tax on 
all newspapers and magazines. The 
following year an advertisement 
tax was imposed. Both taxes met 
with such violent opposition that 
the former was repealed in 1786, 
and the latter in 1788. Duniway, 
freedom of the press in Massa- 
chusetts, PP. 136-137. 


The framers of the first amend- 
ment were familiar with the En- 
glish struggle, which then had con- 
tinued for nearly 80 years and was 
destined to go on for another 65 
years, at the end of which time it 
culminated in a lasting abandon- 
ment of the obnoxious taxes. The 
framers were likewise familiar with 
the then recent Massachusetts epi- 
sode; and while that occurrence did 
much to bring about the adoption 
of the amendment (see Pennsyl- 
vania and the Federal Constitution. 
1888, P. 181), the predominant in- 
fluence must have come from the 
English experience. —

‘| Third Man Describes Exper- 


iences During 48 Hours 
Before He Crawled Over 
Ice to Cabin. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHARLEVOIX, Mich., Feb. 11. 
—Clayton Brown, 25-year-old fish- 
erman who was in a rowboat swept 
into Lake Michigan Saturaay by a 
gale, crawled ashore last night and 
told how his two companions per- 


ished. Brown crawied on frozen 
hands and feet seven miles across 
rough shore ice after Claude 
Beardsley, 51, his father-in-law, also 
a fisherman, and Earl Cunningham, 
Coast Guard surfman, froze _ to 
death in the rowboat before it 
jammed in a floe and stuck. 
Brown's life was saved, physi- 
cians said, by the ministration of 
an Indian family whose cabin he 
reached early last night. 
In a hospital] here today, Brown 
told his family of the 48-hour 
struggle to keep his companions 
from freezing and how he stum- 
bled shoreward atter the _ boat 
grounded “because I figured I'd 
just as soon die on my feet.” 

Saves Three Men. 
Brown and Beardsley were in a 
party of fishermen caught on drift- 
ing ice. Cunningham saved three 
of the five in the party, but was 
swept out into the lake after he 
got Brown and Beardsley into his 
rowboat, 

“We -were not afraid at first,” 
Brown said. “When we saw we 
couldn't row to shore, we drifted 
with the wind. It was snowing 


other as night fell. About dark 
Sunday Cunningham began to doze. 
When we couldn't keep him awake 
and when Beardsley became sleepy 
I whipped them with a stick I 
found in the boat. 

“All night I kept it up, but final- 
ly Cunningham, the man who gave 
his life for me, no longer respond- 
ed. I took him in my arms and 
rubbed his face and hands, and 
wrapped him in a tarpaulin, but he 
died, his body caked with ice. 

“Beardsley gradually lost spirit 
after that. I forced him to move 
about and when we drifted into a 
field of ice cakes J got him out and 
made him walk. He grew weaker 
and I couldn’t keep him on his 
feet. As well as I could tell, he 
died about 11 p. m. Sunday.

“After they were both dead, I 


self was to keep moving. My 
thoughts were mainly of my wife 
and my two little girls, Patricia 
Ann, 3, and Shirley, 4 months. I 
couldn't help but think how they 
needed me. 

Starts Toward Shore. 

“As soon as it was light Monday, 
I started toward the shore. In 
some places the ice was so thin I 
had to work along on my stomach. 
I would go to sleep but my head 
would bump on the ice and awaken 
me. I went to the first cabin I 
saw. They wouldn’t believe me at 
first when I told them who I was. 

“The Indian, George Andrews, 
said he had heard we were lost, but 
didn't believe we could have sur- 
vived. I didn’t know where we 
had drifted, but as soon as I saw 
the church at Goodhart, I knew 
my bearings.” 

Andrews and his wife gave Brown 
first aid treatment in an effort ‘to 
thaw out his frozen feet and hands. 
They worked over him for three 
hours before Andrews climbed the 
high bluff to the village and noti- 
fied the Coast Guard here. 

An ambulance, with Dr. G. E. 
Frank, pushed its way through 
snow-choked roads to the village, 
but it was necessary to carry 
‘Brown on a stretcher a half mile 
up the steep bluff from the lake 
shore. The party reached here after 
midnight. 

Physicians said today they 
thought Brown’s hands had been 
saved through the first aid efforts 
of the Andrews, but that they 
feared it would be necessary to am- 
putate his feet, frozen above’ the 
ankles. 

A party.of six Coast Guardsmen 
set out from the station here early 
today with a flat bottomed boat 
loaded on a truck. Lieut. S. J. 
Woychiehowsky of the Coast Guard, 
and Pilot John Flannery of Sault 
Ste. Marie, who searched a_ wide 
area of the lake yesterday for the 
lost boat, planned to fly from the 
Beaver Island Station, where they 
spent the night, and guide the shore 
crew across the ice to it.

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TWO AMERICANS SEIZED 
BY MEXICAN BANDITS 


Mine Office Raided in Jalisco 
—Jemand for Ransom 
Awaited, 


By the Associated Press. 

ETZATLAN, Jalisco, Mexico, 
Feb. 11.—A band of Mexican kid- 
napers raided the Ampara Mine Co. 
office yesterday and carried off 
two Americans, Samuel C. Saneuss, 
assistant manager of the company, 
and Paul W. Avery, an engineer. 

Saneuss is thought to have come 
here from California, and Avery's 
home address is given as St. Louis. 

George H. Winter, American Con- 
sul at Guadalajara, 75 miles south- 
east of here, said he requested 
Mexican militarv authorities to 
withhold troops from a pursuit of 
the bandits until ransom negotia- 
tions could be undertaken. 

The kidnapers apparently had in- 
formation of the identity of their 
victims, for they selected Saneuss 
and Avery from among several 
persons who were in the office at 
at the time of the attack. 

Surprised by the attack, the mine

employes were unable to combat 
the bandits, who escaped into the 
mountains immediately with their 
two victims and an undetermined 
amount of money from the mine 
office. 

Another American employe, 
named Cockburn. organized a res- 
cue party, vut Consul Winter said 
the pursuit was delayed lest the 
kidnapers, finding themselves hard 
pressed, kill the victims. 

The bandits made no immediate 
ransom demand, but associates of 
the mining men said the demand 
probably would be presented soon 
through an intermediary.

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ARMY GOODS MEN 
SOUGHT PART OF 
1933 RELIEF FUND 


One Wrote ‘‘From 5 to 25 
Million” Could Be Got by 
Seeing ‘‘Proper People” 
in Congress. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—Efforts 
of army equipment makers in 1933 
to have relief money spent on mili- 
tary projects were disclosed today 
in documents introduced at the 
Senate Munitions Committee's 
hearing. 

Investigating activities of thc 
Army Ordnance Association, a pre- 
paredness group, the committee 
questioned L. A.’ Codd of Wash- 
ington, executive secretary, about 
efforts, he had made to prevent 
arms embargoes or other interfer- 
ence with munitions manufacture. 

April 27, 1933, Robert B. Lea 
vice-president of the Sperry Gyro- 
scope Co. of Brooklyn, suggested 
that Codd “approach the proper 
people” in Congress for a share of 
the relief money for military pur. 
poses. 

“From the apparent ease with 
which I understand the Navy is ar- 
ranging to have a number of mil- 
lions set aside for their program,” 
Lea wrote, “I should think that, if 
you approach the proper people in 
Congress, you could well get any- 
where from five to 25 million tc 
spend on necessary defense appara- 
tus.” 

The Sperry company, a maker of 
military and other instruments, ex- 
changed several letters with Codd 
on the subject. 

The Ordnance Association was 
the second similar organization ex- 
amined by the committee. The Navy 
League was under examination yes- 
terday. 

Opposed Arms Embargoes. 

Codd, a major in the Army Re- 
serve Corps, said he had opposed 
embargoes on export of munitions, 
and had interceded for enlarged 
military appropriations, He wrote 
frankly of getting business and in- 
dustrial leads to use influence to 
get part of the 1933: relief fund of 
$3,300,000,000 for War Department 
use. 

The committee introduced a let- 
ter dated July 13, 1933, to Col. Wil- 
liam W. Coleman of the Bucyrus- 
Erie Co. of South Milwaukee, Wis., 
discussing formation of local com- 
mittees to “contact” individuals 
“who can get and hold the ear” of 
such “dignitaries” as Secretary of 
Interior Ickes, Secretary of Labor 
Perkins and the Director of th: 
Budget in an effort to get military 
allotments. 

“The problem narrows down tc 
influence pure and simple,” Codd 
wrote. 

He had little part in the hearing 
other than to identify letters, in- 
cluding correspondence on a futile 
effort in 1932 and 1933 to have Le- 
roy Hodges of Richmond, Va. 
named Assistant Secretary of War. 

Chairman Nye (Rep.), North Da- 
kota, read parts of the letters 
mostly exchanged among members 
of the association, which included 
former army officers, business men 
and bankers. 

How to Sell in Balkans. * 

Use of “the fairest of fair 
ladies” and a split of the profits 
was recommended by a British 
army General as a means of selling 
munitions in the Balkans in a let- 
ter put in evidence. The letter was 
taken by a committee investigator 
from files of the Ordinance Associa- 
tion, 

Signed “J. F. C. Fuller, Major- 
General,” the letter was dated Feb. 
4, 1934, and was written from Lon- 
don. 

Apparently Fuller declined to 
write an article for the associa- 


tion’s magazine on the “munitions 
ring” but went on to suggest how 
the munitions business might be 
conducted in the Balkans. 

Fuller said he knew little of the 
“munitions ring” and said there “is 
a lot of nonsense talked about it.” 

“Of course a lot of money is made 
out of munitions but nothing like 


so much as out of candies,” he 
said. 
The letter was addressed to 


Codd, who identified Fuller as a 

commander of tanks in the World 

War and “a very colorful writer.” 
Why Prices Are High. 

The letter in part follows: 

“The chief culprits are the mid- 
diemen or munitions contractors 
who nearly always are outside the 
firms. For instance, were I one, 
I would go to the Balkan states, 
dine the Minister of War, produce 
the fairest of fair ladies, and then 
suggest that his country’s army 
wanted a new M. G. (apparently 
machine gun). 

“He would say how much do I 
get (for the lady will be asking 
him a good deal. I say 10 per 
cent, then I go to Vickers or some 
other firm and say I want 500 
M. G.’s at a price which will en- 
able me to scoop 30 per cent (20 
per cent for myself, 20 per cent for 
the Minister. The general result 
is the high price charged for arma- 

ts.” 
Codd agreed he had sought at 
times to influence promotions for 
army officers. On Dec. 20, 1933, 
Codd wrote to Hodges: 

“The Pittsburgh party last Thurs- 
day was easily the best and biggest 
we have ever had outside of the 
proving ground. There were 248 
at the table, all of whom—no excep- 
tions—were perfectly ‘oiled’ before- 
hand. The result was a happy 
singing group that gave the Assist- 
ant Secretary a rousing welcome 
and listened attentively to the other 
two or three aggressives.

South River (N. J.) Tavern 
Keeper Shoots Accuser and 
Self at Hearing.

SOUTH RIVER, N. J., Feb. 11.— 
Police Chief Charles Eberwein, 53 
years old, was shot and killed last 
night as he sat in the Borough 
Council Chamber, by a tavern- 
keeper who was about to be given 
a hearing on charges of selling un- 
taxed liquor. 

The killer, who police said was 
Jacob Rutkowski, 48 fired five 
shots. One struck Eberwein in the 
heart. Rutkowski then put the re- 
volver under his chin and fired. He 
was taken to a hospital, where his 
condition was reported to be “very 
critical.” 

Sitting next to Chief Eberwein 


was Williard F. Griffiths, an in- 
vestigator of the State Department 
of Alcoholic Beverage Control, who, 
with Louis B. Lippit, another inves- 
tigator, was to testify against Rut- 
kowski at the hearing. 

State agents had _ twice raided 
Rutkowski’s premises and seized 
quantities of untaxed liquor. 

Rutkowski had been served with 
& summons to appear at the Coun- 
cil hearing. The Chamber is in Bor- 
ough Hall, in the same building 
with police headquarters. As he 
entered the room, police said he 
whipped out a revolver and fired 
at Eberwein. 

Rutkowski then turned on Grif- 
fiths and fired two shots, but 
missed. Griffiths, who has only 
one arm, grappled with the 230- 
pound Rutkowski, who fired one 
more wild shot before shooting him- 
self.

Leo Freisinger, 19-year-old Chi- 
cagoan, was third in 44 seconds; 
Shozo Ishihara of Japan fourth in 
44.1 seconds, and Delbert Lamb of 
Milwaukee, fifth. 

On the fine showing of Freising- 
er and Lamb, the United States 
moved into the unofficial team 
point standings for the first time 
since the fourth winter Olympic 
games opened last Thursday. Third 
place was good for four points and 
fifth fo rtwo. Norway picked up 
15 points when’ Ballangrud and 
Krog finished one-two, but the Nor- 
wegian total of 52 points still is far 
behind Germany’s 97. 

20,000 Fans See Race. 

The Americans clearly were fa- 
vored by the wildly enthusiastic 
crowd of 20,000 and the coaches 
were delighted with the manifest 
improvement in the squad since the 
recent world championships at Da- 
vos. 

The United States’ representa- 
tives said ‘after the race they had 
found the ice too hard to suit their 
style, and that they all had been 
pressing in an attempt to outdo 
themselves. 

There were three falls during the 
race. Charles de Ligne of Bel- 
gium, one of the victims, got up 
groggy and determinedly finished 
the course in 1 minutes 44.6 sec- 
onds. 

Allan Potts of Brooklyn and Karl 
Leban of Austria, clocked in identi- 
cal time of 44.8 seconds, apparent- 
ly tied for sixth place, but an offi- 
cial decision awaited actio® by the 
judges. 

Bob Peterson of Milwaukee fin- 
ished outside the place-winning list 
with his time of 45 seconds flat. 

Eddie Schroeder of Chicago, fifth 
member of the American team, did 
not start in the sprint. He is the 
principal United States hope in the 
5000 and 10,000 meter events. 

The skaters were aiming at the 
listed world record of 42.5 set by 
Hans Engnestangen of Norway and 
at the unofficial mark of 42.4 es- 
tablished by Potts at Oslo last 
month. 

Peterson, skating with Reikischi 
Nakamura as his racing partner, 
raced to an approximate dead heat 
with the Japanese, each being 
clocked in 45 seconds, although the 
American was a few inches ahead 
after a nip and tuck battle all the 
way.

JOCKEY KILLED WHEN 
FOUR HORSES FALL IN 
NEW ORLEANS RACE

NEW ORLEANS, Feb. 11— 
Jockey H. Spears, Cleveland -ap- 
prentice, had “Die Hard” for his 
mount in the third race at the Fair 
Grounds yesterday. “Less than an 
hour after he slipped from Die 
Hard’s saddle, Spears was killed in 


a four-horse spill as he rode in the 
fifth race. 

The accident occurred when Por- 
tam, with Jockey J. Donahue up, 
stumbled on the turn into the home 
stretch and fell.

Donahue and 
Parke were able to leave the track 
without assistance. Both were 
badly shaken up. Spears died be- 
fore he could be carried to the oper- 
ating room.

But 
the practical mechanics of it make it appear a mere 
subterfuge to accomplish what the Supreme Court 
says cannot be accomplished by the Federal Gov- 
ernment. When the new farm plan was presented 
to Congress, the view was expressed both by Demo- 
cratic and Republican members that it would meet 
the same fate at the hands of the court as the AAA. 
Thus, Chairman Smith of the Senate Agriculture 
Committee declined to sponsor the bill on the ground 
of unconstitutionality. It was the first time in a 
decade of farm legislation that the chairman of this 
committee refused to sponsor his party’s program.

By unanimous decision, the nine members of the 
court yesterday killed the Louisiana newspaper tax 
law. Had there been no court to invalidate this law, 
the people of Louisiana would be confronted with 
the operation of a statute seriously threatening the 
fundamental constitutional guaranty of freedom of 
the press. 

Enacted two years ago, when the late Senator 
Huey P. Long’s word was law in Louisiana, the stat- 
ute levied a 2 per cent gross receipts tax on adver- 
tisements in publications with a weekly circulation 
of 20,000 copies or more. Thirteen of the State’s 163 
newspapers were subject to the tax and joined in 
carrying the case to the Supreme Court. 

Justice Sutherland, who spoke for the united bench, 
went straight to the heart of the issue when he dis- 
tinguished between this tax and other taxes on news- 
papers. To levy an ordinary tax for the support of 
the Government is one thiftg, as he pointed out. To 
impose a tax the very form of which gives it “the 
plain purpose of penalizing the publishers ... of a 
selected group of Wwspapers” is another thing en- 
tirely. : 

There can be no doubt as to the purpose of Lou- 
isiana’s late dictator in having this statute passed. 
Dictators always take steps of repression against 
those who oppose their rule. The statute was framed 
as it was in order to punish newspapers which had 
had the courage to stand up for the rights of the 
citizens of Louisiana against the Long usurpation.

In his opinion, which upheld a three-Judge Fed- 
eral District Court decision enjoining operation of 
the statute, Justice Sutherland showed a fine ap 
preciation of the fundamental importance of a free 
press in a democracy. Declaring that “a free press 
stands as one of the great interpreters between the 
Government and the people,” he said: s 


The newspapers, magazines and other journals 
of the country, it is safe to say, have shed and 
continue to shed more light on the public and 
business affairs of the nation than any other in- 
strumentality of publicity; and since informed 
public opinion is the most potent of all restraints 
upon misgovernment, the suppression or abridge- 
ment of the publicity afforded by a free press 
cannot be regarded otherwise than with grave 
concern. ... It is not without significance that, 
with the single exception of the Louisiana statute, 
so far as we can discover, no state during the 
150 years of our national existence has under- 
taken to impose a tax like that now in question.

Senator Smith, examining the amended bill in the 
light of the AAA decision, said it had certain fea- 
tures which “sail pretty close, if they do not eross, 
the constitutional line.” Senator McNary, the mi- 
nority leader of the Senate, described the philosophy 
of the amended bill as “practically the same” as that 
of the first draft. He added that it was merely a 
“restatement of the principles contained in the AAA.”

Senator Murphy, lowa Democrat, made the discon- 
certing point that the Washington and Oregon State 
Supreme Courts already have held unconstitutional 
“little AAA’s within their borders, so we merely ap- 
pear to be beating the thing around the bush.” 

Regardless of these and other statements casting 
grave doubt on the soundness of the measure, it con- 
tinued to be tinkered with and pushed. As finally 
approved by the Senate Agriculture Committee, it 
provides that the states may enter the plan immedi- 
ately instead of after a two-year period, thus gaining 
the right to name agencies to administer it, subject 
to the Secretary of Agriculture’s approval, Until the 
states act separately, that official is empowered to 
grant subsidies to growers to preserve soil fertility 
and follow other production methods laid down by 
the Secretary. 

Despite all the changes made in an effort to fit 
the bill into the pattern of the Hoosac Mills deci- 
sion, many members of the Senate still regard it as 
unconstitutional. Senator Smith, who thought the 
first draft completely out of bounds and eyed the 
second as on the border-line, warily says: “I think 
we have just about got out of the twilight zone as 
to constitutionality.” Senator McNary is outspoken 
in his disapproval. So is Senator Carey. And final- 
ly, Senator Borah, whose judgment on such questions 
has always been given great weight, says “a very seri- 
ous question” exists as to its constitutionality. 

While all this has been going on, other farm pro- 
grams have been offered. Mr. Hoover, in his Lin- 
coln (Neb.) speech, outlined a detailed plan. Frank 
O. Lowden, a noted authority on the farm question, 
has presented his ideas. Likewise Senator Vanden- 
berg. Representative Hope of Kansas has offered a 
bill in the House following the ideas expressed in 
outline by Gov. Landon in his Kansas day speech. A 
plan offered by Harold Oldham of Des Moines has at- 
tracted considerable attention. In other words, there 
has been a rich ferment of ideas which the country 
has not had time to assimilate and which may con- 
tain the basis of a constitutional program—if, indeed, 
it is possible under the Constitution for any relief 
plan on a national scale to be devised. 

We submit that Congress should put the adminis- 
tration bill aside until it can give proper considera- 
tion to other possible solutions of the farm problem. 
As the WaSshington Post said recently, “Enactment 
of another stopgap patently unconstitutional would 
be indefensible.” Senator Carey said: “Knowing the 
Supreme Court eould not pase on the proposed bill 
until after the next election, it looks like an attempt 
to have larger funds available to be distributed for 
political reasons.” 

The country wants no repetition of the AAA fiasco. 
It wants no basic legislation passed in feverish haste, 
without regard for any but political consequences.

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A SOUND RULE IN THE QUODDY REFUSAL. 

One of the five engineering projects on which the 
House Appropriations Committee has recommended 
against spending additional Federal funds ig the 
Passamaquoddy tidal power enterprise in Maine, for 
which $9,000,000 was sought for the next fiscal year. 

This is only the latest of a long series of adverse 
reports on the project, whose ultimate cost is esti- 
mated at $36,000,000. The Appropriations Commit- 
tee, in its disapproval, joins Secretary Ickes, the 
Federal Power Commission, the Engineering Divi- 
sion of PWA, the PWA Board of Review and the 
Army Corps of Engineers. Despite these previous 
reports, some of which condemned the project as eco- 
nomically unsound, as a waste of taxpayers’ money 
and as intended to develop power for which no use 
could be found, Quoddy has received allotments to- 
taling $7,000,000 as a relief measure. 

Another project in much the same category, also 
voted down by the committee, is the Florida ship ca- 
nal, for which $12,000,000 was sought. This under- 
taking, which has divided Florida in a bitter section- 
al and political fight, is expected to cost $146,000,000 
to complete, and has, in eminent engineering opinion, 
no more prospect than has Quoddy for justifying 
itself economically. Also on relief grounds, the ship 
canal work has been launched with an allocation of 
$5,000,000 by the President. 

Three smaller projects, for which $8,000,000 was 
sought, also were rejected by the House committee. 
The five projects were placed in the same category 
by the eommittee, as “unauthorized river and harbor 
and flood control projects, commenced with emer- 
gency relief funds.” 

The prospective saving of $29,000,000 of public 
funds is important to the people in this time of 
spending. More important, it seems to us, is the 
sound principle laid down by the committee in reach- 
ing its decision. Noting the administration’s inten- 
tion to finance river and harbor projects in the fu- 
ture out of direct appropriations (as distinguished 
from emergency relief appropriations), it says: 

The Committee on Appropriations has taken 
the stand that, if it is to resume appropriative 
jurisdiction for such class of work, the appropria- 
tions must be confined to projects which have 
run the usual gantlet of scrutiny by the Corps 
of Engineers. ... 

An adequate safeguard is here set up which, if 
maintained, will protect the country from ill-advised 
and uneconomic projects in this field.. Certainly, 
technical projects should have the approval of com- 
petent experts before they are undertaken, even 
though they may promise to afford extensive employ- 
ment. The element of usefulness should not be lost 
to sight in weighing public works projects, and no 
one is better qualified to pass upon this factor than 
the men specially trained in the work. 

It is a good rule and a sénsible rule that all proj- 
ects should “run the usual gantlet of scrutiny” by 
the experts in whose field it is. Adherence to it will 
save millions for the people, and prevent construc- 
tion of public works that will stand as idle monu- 
ments to inadequate and improper planning,

The New Deal and Communism 


in the history of party battles since co- 

lonial days. It would be an enormous 
help to us all, to Al Smith, who thinks the 
New Deal started in Moscow; to Norman 
Thomas, who thinks it is headed toward 
Berlin, not to mention those who cannot tell 
where it is headed. 

A good place to begin would be the year 
1798, when Europe was shaken by the 
French revolution, as it now is shaken by 
the Russian, German and Italian revolu- 
tions. Incredible as it now seems to us, the 
two great American parties which were then 
forming, one under the leadership of Ham- 
ilton, with its base in Massachusetts and 
New York, the other under Jefferson, with 
its base in Virginia, fought out their thor- 
oughly American differences by using slo- 
gans borrowed from the French revolution. 

To the New England Federalists, Jefferson 
was a Jacobin, the equivalent in those days 
of a Bolshevik. To the Jeffersonian party, 
Hamilton was a monarchist, the equivalent 
in those days of a Fascist. For years the 
battle was fought, with the Jeffersonians 
accused of being inspired from Paris, the 
Moscow of that age, and the Hamiltonians 
accused of being inspired from London, the 
Rome and Berlin of that age. 

There was no sense in it, as Washington 
with his cool judgment knew so well that 
he kept both Hamilton and Jefferson in his 
Cabinet and warned his countrymen against 
fighting out their differences under Eu- 
ropean banners.

Any good history of American party politics 
will make it clear why Al Smith and Mr. 
Raskob think the New Deal is Socialism. It 
will also make it clear why it is not Social- 
ism. The New Deal is undoubtedly antago- 
nistic to big business, to high finance, to 
the large-scale capitalists in general and the 
New York capitalists in particular. Since 
the Socialists and Communists also berate 
the same group of interests, it is easy to see 
why those who admire American history 
more than they have studied it should think 
that anyone who attacks these interests is 
a Socialist. 

But the fact of the matter is that 30 years 
before Karl Marx was born, 50 years before 
the Communist Manifesto was written, the 
Americans who founded the present Demo- 
cratic party were attacking the same inter- 
ests in virtually the same words now being 
used by the New Deal Democrats. Here,

' for example, is the Virginia Assembly in 1790 


adopting a remonstrance written by Patrick 
Henry against the fiscal policy of Hamil- 
ton: 

“In an agricultural country like this, there- 
fore, to erect, and concentrate, and perpetu- 
ate a large moneyed interest is a measure 
which your memorialists apprehend must 
in the course of human events produce one 
or other of two evils: the prostration of agri- 
culture at the feet of commerce, or a change 
in the present form of Federal government, 
fatal to the existence of American liberty.”

That sentence, expressing the fear that a 
concentrated money power and big business 
would injure agriculture, was written 146 
years ago. The substance has continued to 
be a persistent, dominating issue in Amer- 
ican politics wnder Jefferson, Jackson, the 
Populists, Bryan, La Follette, Theodore 


Roosevelt, Woodrow Wilson and Franklin 
D. Roosevelt. It is the issue on which Mr. 
Borah is now challenging the Republican 
party. It is an issue clearly present in the 
mind of Gov. Landon. It is the oldest issue 
in American politics. It has nothing what- 
soever to do with Communism or Fascism.

conflict between the proletariat and the cap- 
italists. It is the farmer who is in general 
a debtor complaining about the low prices 
he receives for his products and the high 
price he has to pay for the money he bor- 
rows and for the manufactured goods he 
buys. 


That the New Deal is about 98 per cent 
an answer to this old complaint, a complaint 
which always becomes acute when there is 
deflation, seems to me indisputable. What 
was the AAA, with its demand for “parity,” 
but an effort to redress the balance between 
agriculture and industry? What else was 
the devaluation of the dollar, the whole mass 
of subsidies and loans and guarantees to 
farmers, small home owners, small bank 
depositors? What were the banking bills, 
the Security Act, the Stock Exchange Act, 
the holding company bill, if not an effort to 
regulate what Patrick Henry called the 
“large moneyed interest”? Even the TVA, 
which Norman Thomas approves as Social- 
istic, is more accurately to be described as 


- Populist in spirit, and its real father is not 


Lenin but Senator Norris of Nebraska. 

Good, bad or indifferent, these measures 
represent the ideas of Populism, of Bryan- 
ism, of the farm bloc. The rest, the social 
security bill, the relief expenditures, the sup- 
port of organized labor in the NRA, the 
Wagner bill and the Guffey bill go back no 
less to the original party strategy of unit- 
ing the agricultural interest with the work- 
ers of the Northern cities, to the decision of 
Jefferson and Madison “to coalesce with the 
Democrats” of Pennsylvania and New York. 

There remains only among the big things 
the NRA, which, in so far as it legalized mo- 
nopolistic practice, was in contradiction to 
everything else in the New Deal and in the 
American political tradition. It represented, 
I believe, a temporary brainstorm in the 
Brain Trust, the Chamber of Commerce and 
the American Federation of Labor, brought 
on by the hysteria of the crisis. Had it 
worked, it would undoubtedly have driven 
the country to some sort of publicly con- 
trolled monopoly, and that is why for a few 
weeks it delighted those in Mr. Roosevelt’s 
entourage who had seen visions of a planned 
economy. But the NRA was never more 
than an excited muddle,

As for Mr. Roosevelt himself, may it not 
now be said, though I hope not too grimly 
or too literally, that far from being a Com- 
munist, he has the typical prejudices of the 
landed gentry: a love of the land and sym- 
pathy with agriculture; a distrust of new 
wealth based on enterprise or speculation, 
and of those whom Jefferson’s friends used 
to call somewhat snobbishly the “paper aris- 
tocracy”; a considerable tolerance for old 
landed property; a feeling not unlike that of 
the Virginia planters who disliked Hamil- 
ton’s finance, or even of the English coun- 
try gentry, who disliked the Bank of En- 
gland; a sympathy for the poor, plenty of 
pourage, an aristocratic disdain of prudence,

The excise taxes, following close- 
ly in form the now invalidated pro- 
cessing taxes, were reported de- 
signed to become a permanent levy 
to serve as the “farmers’ tariff’ to 
meet the cost of the soil conserva- 
tion program. 

Informed sources said the ex- 
cises favored would include more 
commodities than the old process- 
ing taxes, and would be levied at 
considerably lower rates. 

Excise taxes on products most 
used by consumers, such as meats, 
flour and cotton, it was reported, 
might be reduced as much as two- 


'thirds from the old processing tax 


rate. Taxes on other commodities 
would be reduced as much as one- 
third. Some said it has been planned 
to include all grains in the new ex- 
cise levies. 

At least half a dozen plans were 
under consideration in connection 
with the $230,000,000 to $250,000,000 
cost to meet old AAA obligations. 
One was known to be the elimina- 
tion or reduction of an exemption 
of $2500 for a married man in com- 
puting surtaxes due or incomes in 
excess of $10,000 a year. Officials 
said privately that such a change in 
the income tax law probably could 
raise about $250,000,000 a year.

Thousands of dollars are 
collected annually in St. Louis by 
these unfeeling gentry whose pock- 
ets bulge with dollars donated in 
the name of charity. They have 
their sucker lists and actually hold 
schools in salesmanship for petty 
larceny racketeers who want to 
break into a big-money game. 
The high-powered expert in char- 
ity chiseling will handle anything 
from a small campaign for funds 
for a new church carpet to the 
drive for the yearly quota for a na- 
tional fraternal order. He goes into 
a town, approaches the operating 
director of an institution and con- 
vinces him that the old-fashioned 
method of taking whatever people 
want to give is out of date. “You 
set the quota, pay me a commis- 
sion, and I'll do all the work,” he 
proposes. It sounds business-like 
and the prospect signs on the dot- 
ted line. Then the charity chiseler 
sets up his “boiler room" with its 
battery of phones and puts his so- 
licitors to work on the sucker list.

ployed as “leapers” to go after the 
checks or cash promised, and al- 
ways pose as charitable souls do- 
nating their time and energy in the 
interest of the organization. 

Comes the reckoning. The drive 
has been a big success, far beyond 
the wildest hopes of the managing 
director, but when the chiseler’s 
commission, operating expenses, 
etc., are deducted, there is compar- 
atively little left for charity. The 
contract is brought out and_ the 
well-meaning managing director dis- 
covers that the institution’s share 
is but 20 per cent of the amount 
collected. The racketeer pockets 
the balance and departs for the 
next town, where he will use the 
success of the St. Louis drive to 
jockey another sucker into letting 
him handle another charity cam- 
paign. 

Nearly all big racketeers work 
from sucker lists. One catalogued 
index, taken in a raid on a boiler 
room by the Better Business Bu- 
reau contained 5000 names. Mr. 
Jones was listed as a sucker for 
anything to do with orphans; Mrs. 
Smith was a “lily” (polite name for 
a sucker), guaranteed to go for the 
crippled children gag. And it is 
from sucker lists such as this that 
the charity racketeer operates— 
oftentimes without even bothering 
to actually contract with an organi- 
zation for a drive. In some cases

It costs a lot of money to oper- 
ate a racket on the big-time cir- 
cuit, and occasionally the sucker 
market is demoralized by publicity 
in a certain section of the country. 
When the per capita income gets 
so low a promoter can’t make a 
decent living, he turns to such 
things as good luck charms and 
Biblical ‘plants to eke out an ex- 
istence until the depresssion lifts. 


The peddier of Biblical plants 
tries out the “good luck” approach. 
If the housewife doesn’t believe in 
charms he switches to their beauty 
as ornaments. He promises to send 
out an expert the next day from 
the company’s offices to see that 
the plants are properly set out. Of 
course, the expert never appears, 
and the housewife discovers that 
she has paid $3 for a 10-cent cactus. 
The pie tin salesman is another of 
the tribe of petty larceny crooks. 
He represents a company in the pie- 
selling business. The housewife 
merely buys a certain set of pie 
tins and recipes and the company

WAS told a most interesting 
] story today about a piece of work 

that a woman has been doing for 
several years. 

At the suggestion of the late Wil- 
liam Howard Taft, Mrs. Ruth G. K. 
Strawbridge started the Philadel- 
phia Help Bureau in her own home. 
It allows people. who are in need 
of advice to come to her. 

She has really established a clear- 
ing house through which she has di- 
rected people into the right chan- 
nels for such assistance as_ they 
need. She studies her own city, 
knows the people who will be will- 
ing to see those who are in need 
of help, and sends her clients to 
them without even a letter of in- 
troduction. 

She feels it is better that they 
should tell their stories without 
another person preparing the way, 
and she has found herself gradually 
working up to a point where over 
200 people visit -her every week. 
Needless to say, this is more than 
she can handle, and so she has 
turned it over to a group. of 
churches. 

I asked her what percentage. of 
her visitors she had been able to 
follow up, and about how many she 
felt had been permanently started 
on a basis which would permit them 


to proceed under their own momen- 
tum and solve their own difficul- 
ties. 

She said about four out of every 
10 were only temporarily bewil- 
dered, and were quite able to pro- 
ceed by themselves when helped to 
think through their own situations. 
After that they climbed up hill 
again, instead of sliding steadily 
further down. 

This struck me as extremely sig- 
nificant, for it would indicate that 
over one-third of the people who 
are in trouble, if they knew of 
some place to go where really sane 
advice is available, might start 
themselves going in the right di- 
rection again. 

One amusing touch was her claim 
that many young people are intim- 
idated at home. Their parents will 
not listen to them, but immediately 
being to scold before the young 
people have a chance to explain 
their difficulties, or their point of 
view.
